Remember The Canyon Swimming Pool? 


an eating place outside of 
the fenced pool area for 
your convenience. 

Immediately after the ini¬ 
tial qpening of the pool, the 
week of July 14-20 was de¬ 
signated as American Red 
Cross Swim Week for Sierra 
Madre and a series of six 
free classes were held for 
all ages. L. M. Steimie, a 
member of the regular corps 
of Red Cross instructors was 
in charge of these first les¬ 
sons. When, the lessons were 
all completed, then, tests 
were given a.nd emblems 
awarded in the different 
divisions. Every summer the 
Rod Cross Swimming les¬ 
sons were available and 
every summer a swimming 
carnival was held. 

’The cold, mountain water 
was perhaps rather hard for 
some swimmers to become 
accustomed to, but by the 
same token it was a draw- 
i.ng card for professional 
and amateur swimmers in 
training to whom heated 
water is quite exhausting. 
Many of the.se hardy folk 
would come very, very early 
or very, very late for their 
practice sessions. 

While the weather was 
the real deciding factor, De- 
ooration Day was the day 
tisiually scheduled for open- 
ting of the swimming sea¬ 
son which closed w h e .n 
school started In the tall. 
Occasionally night swim - 
ming or swimming parties 
were held, but this was a 
little out of the ordinary for 
as mentioned before the 
water was cold and espe¬ 
cially after the sun went 
down. Many members of the 
early Sierra Madre families 
will remember purchasing 
season tickets . . . and the 
tall Sycamore tree they used 
to climb for a spectacular, 
out of the commonplace 
dive. Oh yes, there was a 
conventional diving board, 
but this was real excite¬ 
ment! This was later dis¬ 
continued . . . undoubtedly 
because of insurance factors 
. . . Although, fortunately, 
there were never any acci¬ 
dents. Just happened to 
wonder ... if any of those 
first fellows who lifoguard- 
ed — George Scott, (who 
was the first lifeguard at 
the pool), Joe Scalzo, Jim¬ 
my and Kendall Heasley 
had to prove that they real¬ 
ly knew how to swim, or if 
they just sat around getting 
tan and talking to admiring 
young females? 

In talking with the ori¬ 
ginal leasee, Mrs. James C. 
Heasley, the point was 
made — and this is some¬ 
thing those who never ven¬ 
ture into business for them¬ 
selves fail to realize — that 
the running of the pool was 
a lot of .hard work, a lot 
of expense — insurance, up¬ 
keep, towels, bathing suits, 
etc. — with long, strenuous 
hours. She fondly recalls 
that there were certain kids 
who would do nothing but 
cause trouble from the time 
they arrived for a .swim un¬ 
til the time they left. When 
any of this group were seen 


coming down the road, the 
entire staff would groan 
and wholheartedly wish for 
the mischievious few to de¬ 
cide something else would 
be more fun. thaui swim¬ 
ming! 

The Canyon plunge al¬ 
though a rather free form 
design, was built right In 
the Flood Control Channel 
and during the winter was 
always used as such. The 
shallow end of the pool was 
upstream (North) and dur¬ 
ing the rainy season the 
water would just flow over 
the top of this side while on 
the downstream and deep 
end of the pool was a large 
opening — as wide as the 
,present channel is now. In 
the summer swimm i n g 
months this large opening 
would bo secured with a 
wooden gate. 

The new pool in Sierra 
Vista Park was originally 
scheduled to open on Au¬ 
gust 15, 19.57, but due to 
the strike of plumbers and 
hodcarriers the work was 
somewhat delayed. As an 
emergency measure the 
Canyon Pool was reopened 
for the last time on August 
2. It was expected that the 
canyon pool would stay 
open for approxima t e 1 y 
seven weeks. 

Sunday, Se,ptem her 15, 
1957 was the last day the 
canyon pool was ever used 
and at that time it was 
thought that the new city 
pool would open for a few 
days the end of September 
or early in October. But 
you know how those things 
■go . . . when fully com¬ 
pleted, at a cost of approxi¬ 
mately $9.5,000, the official 
open hou.se was beld on 
Sunday, October 27 and was 
attend'ed by some 500 citi¬ 
zens. Not all were inclined 
to put the newe.st city ac¬ 
quisition to any te.sts as the 
pool was not heated a.nd 
there were only about 200 
.people brave enough to 
climb into the 50 ft. by 100 
ft. ‘swimmin’ hole.’ 

It’s a pretty good bet, that 
while Sierra Madre has a 
lovely, comparatively new 
public prx>I in Sierra Vista 
Park, there are still some of 
us who remember with nos¬ 
talgia the Canyon Plunge 
rustically .nestled among 
the Sycamores, the icey cold 
water and the fun-fille.d 
summer days spent in that 
sylvan setting.
